For instance, according to 
world development Report 1993, various low-income countires have very literacy rates c g 
Pakistan literacy rate is 35% with per capita income of 400 dollars which is quite low . Similarly 
chad’s literacy rate is only 30% wit per capita income of 210 dollars and that of Engypt, It is only 

48 /o with per capita income of 610 dolars.If we take some middle income countries, their literacy 
rates will be relatively high and so will be per capita income, e.g. Malaysia and Brazil ha\ e 

literacy rates of 78% and 81% with per capita income of 2520 and 2940 dollars respective 

The high-income countries such as United States and Japan have literacy rates above 95% 
per capita income of 22240 and 26930 dollars respectively. 

Thus a high literacy rate leads to a high per income and the role of education in economic 
development becomes significant.

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University Libraries. There are 140 libraries in the universities and their affiliated 
institutions with a total number of 452 service points, having almost, 3, 900,000 volume, which is 

more than a fifth of all books in libraries of Pakistan. These libraries are comparatively 
in a bettr positaion but still lack the latest materials, equipment viable financial 

resources access to information techonology electronic media, etc. The university and its 
affiliated institutes are the higher seats of learning. A well-established library with up-to-date 
collection, Suitable for study and research is a pre-requisite for modem quality higher education. 
In Pakistan, academic libraries are unfortunately in bad shape. For the last many years, the 
university libraries are not getting appropriate funds to purchase the latest books and research 
journals. Sufficient funds will be provided on regular basis for the purchase of books, research 
journals, and computers, installation of Internet facilities and linking of university libraries 
through electronic media. 
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Special Libraries: 330 special or institutional libraries are set up at different level in 
various R&D organizations and S&T institutions to meet the specific organizational information 
needs. These hold some 2,500,000 volume but they are facing the problems of shortage of 

resources, equipment. Proper facilities. Budget. Expertise, and sustainability in maintaining the 
standard of services. 



IV. 
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Efforts shall be made to improve their condition. 
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Public Libraries: Our public libraries, with a few exceptions, are in a very deplorable 

condition. These are just reading rooms of newspapers and few magazines. Non -formal 
informal education of people is of utmost importance and necessitates serious attention of the 
government. If public libraries are well equipped, properly organized and managed by 
professionals, there will be a great refinement and improvement in the social, cultural political 
and religious behaviour of the people. Presently, there are more than 280 public libraries, mostly 
located in the urban areas of the Country. Public libraries not only can play a significant role in 
promoting literacy through self-education, but also provide educational. Informational and 
recreatioal for the community as well as the individuals. In the for successive policies and plan 

this important factor could not invite the attention of the policy makers and planners. It is 

therefore, imperative to strengthen the information resources and increase their number by 

setting up new public libraries through legislative and other means.

Rural Libraries. Our rural population constitutes 65% of the country whereas proper 
library services are not available to this community. Apart from the significant role of the rural 
library' in promoting the reading habits, the library services to the community have traditionally 
been broad-based and multi-dimensional as compared to other agencies serving the community. 
These could be utilized to create awareness in the community for solving problems and concerns 
regarding their educational cultural, informational and recreational programmes and activities by 
arranging exhibitions organizing book fairs, inviting speakers, holding seminars/meetings, 
celebrating special occasions/days, arranging filmshows, and arranging story-hours for children 
and women folk, etc. In addition, electronic developments are currently available that can also be 

used to bring library services to the doorstep of people. Consequently library can play a deeper 

role towards national integration promoting local regional national and international 
understanding: modifying, the behaviour of groups and classes, and eliminating conflicts and 

confrontations in a community by providing varied opportunities for positive and constructive 
activities to the citizens. Thus a library' can become a very important link in local as well as 
national cohesion, unity and discipline. The fact that not all the small cities, towns and villages 
have libraries points to gross neglect of the past. The ministry of local Government will be 
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25% libraries are of other types. The total numbers of existing libraries is grossly 

inadequate for a country like Pakistan having population of over 14 million and as such 

do not facilitate easier access to knowledge.

11.1.4 As compared with the developed and developing world with our existing number of 

libraries and their resources, it again paints a very dismal picture of our holdings. For 

example, in the USA, there are more than 31254 libraries including 10,000 special 
libraries. The library of Congress in USA, has more than 90,000,000 items in its 
collection. According to 1990 statistics. Israel has 3419 libraries of its population of 
5,000,000 people. Tanzania with the lowest GNP ($ 70) has currently 3200 rural libraries 
whereas our National Library of Pakistan has a total collection of around 125000 volume. 

1 he reading habit is declining sharply in Pakistan due to non-existence of proper library 

facilities. The total collection in 1430 libraries comes to 15,000,000 books which shows 
0. 1 book per reader in Pakistan whereas, 58 books are available for every citizen i 
Japan. There are 141 dailies being published in different languages in the country with 
the total circulation of 3,064,172. Thus one newspaper is read by 17 readers in Pakistan. 
The number of libraries and strength of their collections is one of the indicators to assess 
socio- economic development level of the country. No literacy campaign or drive can be 
successful without establishing the proper network of libraries throughout the country. 
Thus special efforts shall be initiated to establish the desired network of libraries.

School libraries: School is the base for formal education. It should be given prime 
importance to infuse quality education. At school level due importance has not been given 
libraries for enhancing stand ard of e ducation. About 8 0% scho ol s are without any library faci lity 
in the country. According to the survey conducted in 1 990 there only 48 1 school libraries out of 
150, 000 schools with the meager collection of 980,800 volume. In most of these schools 
libraries are kept beyond the reach of students due to non-availability of professional staff, proper 
spac e and environment . At present only 3 0 school 1 ibraries are being run by qualified librarians . 

I 

College Libraries. THe college libraries which are the largest group of libraries in the 
country have also been facing the problems of poor services, out dated collection of reading 

materials, financial constraints and inadequate professional staff. There are colleges and 

institutions which have enrolment of thousands of students and one librarian is managing the 

library services who c annot organize collection properly and is unable to provide timely service s 

to all students and teachers single- handedly. In view of increasing student’s enrolments and 

teaching staff, reasonable number of professional staff is needed to be appointed which will 

definitely improve the standards of library services and quality of education and teaching. 

Presently, 680 colleges has libraries holding more than 3,640,000 volume. Their collection ranges 

from 500 to 200,000 books out of which 60% has become out-dated particularly in science 
medicine and technology disciplines.

1 1 . 1 Conceptual Framework 

■ 

11.1.1 The socio-economic development of the country necessitates a steady intellectual growth 

of people, which requires among many other things free public library service. Libraries 

play a vitai role in overall development of education and research in the country. 
Education in Pakistan needs a new orientation and direction for quantitative expansion 
and qualitative improvement to meet the challenges of the 21st Century. This in turn 

depends on the support of well-organized libraries at all levels from primary schools to 
universities. Side by side with academic libraries the establishment of an integrated 
network of public libraries in the country is essential to create well informed citizens 
worthy of serving society decently. The present government wishes to create a literate 
society and to provide sustained motivation for neo-literates to continue their education. 
Thus due importance will be given to the provision and progressive improvement of 

library facilities and services in order to contribute effectively to national development. 

* 

The future belongs to countries whose people make the most productive use of 
information, knowledge and technology. Knowledge has become the most important 
economic resource. Knowledge and information will be the engines to drive the economy 
in the 21th Century. Library forms a key pillar in the overall infrastructure to expand our 
nation’s capacity to learn. It has crucial role in supporting the entire spectrum of our 
population life long process of acquiring new knowledge and skills. Libraries not only 
provide points of access to the materials available, but they also cater to variegated needs 
of the people and the Specific needs of different economic sectors. Besides its function as 
a gateway and repository of knowledge and information,. Library' also functions as a 
nucleus of culture and heritage. Through the many programmes and services offered 
library' can indeed provide the social setting which allows for learning through 
interactions and hence opportunities to gather knowledge through informal channels. The 

ultimate aim of library should be to enable people to read more an absorb knowledge.

1 1.1.3 Comparative analysis: According to a survey conducted during 1990 in Pakistan there are 

about 1430 libraries, out of which 140 are academic / university libraries with total No. 

■ 

Of 452 service points,, having almost 3.900.000 volumes i.e. more than one fifth of all 
the books in Pakistani libraries, whereas 680 colleges hold more than 3,640,000 volumes. 
Likewise 280 public libraries hold the country’ s third largest collection of 215,000 

volumes. Similarly 330 special libraries hold some 25,00,000 volume. However there are 
only 481 School libraries, out of 150, 000 schools with 980,800 volumes, in all and only 

30 professional librarians are placed in these poor school libraries. According to another 
estimate there is a total number of 1200 libraries in pakistan out of which about 50% 

belong to educational institutions 25% are attached to specialized institutions whereas 
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Every body must realize that it is our moral duty to provide proper environment to our 

children. They should be given a chance to live a decent life with suitable education proper up 

bringing and sense of being loved. It is not fair to throw them in to the sea of unwanted, 

uneducated, miserable and hungry humanity. This is what happens in a populated 

country. We should be able to develop proper education, healthy, nutrition, housing, population 
welfare, and facilitate services and supplies. 

The 1994 International conference on population development in Cairo (September the 
5th to 13th) drafted a 20-year Action plan to achieve a healthy balance between the rapidly 
increasing number of human being and resources available for sustainable development. 

On the other hand population growth might stimulates to economic growth in a number 
of ways by stimulating investment and employment by making a labour force mor flexible and 

mobile and perhaps as some have suggested by pushing people out of their natural for per in the 

effort to defend standard they enjoy.

As Kershaman remarks the qualities imagination and organization developed in these 
tasks of maintaining standards of living in the face of population pressure are every similar to 
those that are needed to increase per capita incomes. 

Western countries and the United States are however emphasizing only family planning 
methods. When we all know that the population in the western countries is stable not because of 

family planning methods alone but with the improvement in the health and other social facilities.

Malth us did prove right in some extent for his production about the population growth but 
grossly misconceived his food theoiy of diminishing supplies, hunger and mass starvation.

Should we cut the throats of infants 
and make the balance between the resources and souls. Certainly this would not be wised human 
being decision. The wise action is to increase resources by sheer dent of sustained hard work, 
education, integrity both in thinking and action and firm faith in Allah. Remember that the 
greatest resources of any country are its children. You therefore, being an agent of change must 
strive hard regarding making the resources (Children) more useful fruitful and meaningful for 
the prosperity and welfare of Pakistan. For this you your students and we must follow the

its ill effects of rapid urbanization. Mismanagement, fast and ill managed industrialization 

complex environmental problems of stress, pollution, shortage, of water, energy, and educational 

facilities, more garbage and waste disposal problems. Remember, “Pollution any where is threat 
to life everywhere”. 

With a literacy rate of 389 percent (1997)(50%) male and (27) female. Pakistan still 
stands without of 1 2 1 educationally backward nations.

The advantage of a reduction in population growth rate can be seen from the fact that if 
growth rate in our country is brought to dawn to 2.1 percent from current rate by the year 2000 
than 36.8 million persons would have to be provided jobs by the year 2000

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We are facing one of the greatest crisis in the history of man. There are almost every 
where too many people (Margret Mead (1969)- In the long history of man the growth of world 
population has been very slow. Only in the past three hundred years has the rate of growth 
quickened and only in the last fifty, has the rate increased so rapidly, that the “ Population 
problem has taken so dramatic dimensions. So, during the year since the end of second world 

war, population problems have been become a matter for public debate and discussion. 

The growth of world population is at an all time is high in absolute numbers with recent

increments exceeding them ninety (90) million persons annually. While it took one hundred and 
twenty- three (123) years for world population, to increases from one billion to two billion. 

Succeeding increments one billion took thirty-three (33) years, fourteen (14) years and thirteen 

■ 

(13) years. The transition from fifth to sixth billion, cmrently underway and is expected to take 
only eleven (11) years and has been completed in October 12, 1999. In the world 4.6 babies are 
bom every second while 1.7 persons die. Thus there is increase of 174 persons per minute or 
about 90 million person per year. 

Thevich countries have a population of 1.24 billion (22%) of world people but they 
control seventy-five (75) per cent of the world resources. Whereas the poor countries have 4.43 
billion souls (78 percent of world people). With only 25 percent of resources of the world ‘s 5.6 

billion people more than 3.2 billion (56 percent of world people) live in Asia. 

Pakistan’s population in 1951 was about thirty four (34) million, while at present it is 

expected to be more than 135.28 million, and is increasing at a growth rate of 2 .77 percent which 
is considered the liighest in die region. This population has made Pakistan already the 7th most 
populous country of the globe. It is expected that in the next decades Pakistan would be the third 
most populous country of the planet after china and India. While Pakistan was fourteenth 14th

most populous country in 1951. If the growth rate continue this way, Pakistan’s Population would 

be 200- million with a population density of 2500 pcrs^s per square kilometer. 

Since the 1981 census no population census has so far been undertaken. Government has 
now decided to conduct the census. The crude birth rate, which was 43.30 per thousands in 1981 

has declined to 37,6 per thousand in 1994 and would be around 36.7 per thousand populations in 
1997. The death rate, which was 11.80 per thousand in 1981 also declined to 9.9 per thousand in 

1994 and is expected to be 9.00 per thousand in 1997. 

The influx of Afghan refugees in the country started in 1978. The data on Afghan 
refugees reveals that around 2,243,179 refugees including 392867 as fresh arrivals are in Pakistan 
at present . 
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It is interesting that world ‘s population average doubling time is 35 vears while 
Pakistan’s 21 years. Out of 34 million in 1951,6 million (18% were dwelling in Urban areas and 

28 million (82% in rural areas, with 42 persons per square kilometers. In 1994, 126 million

Honey is composed of three main constituents: carbohydrate, vitamin, minerals. 
Honeybees get various carbohydrates from flower’s nectar. There are three main types of sugars: 
sucrose fructose (levulose) and dextrose. Whenever honeybees collect these sugars from nectars 
and store them in the stomach these passes through various chemical changes mixing with them 
several digestive enzymes. The carbohydrate (sucrose, dextrose, and fructose) along with 
digestive enzymes are very palatable and can readily be absorbed through digestive tract of 
human beings. This process of digestion does not take more than 20 minutes. That is why honey 

readily absorbed and can provide energy to the person within minutes. Because of this property 
of honey it is prescribed as a food for children and people at their old age.

He had the 
practical experience as a teacher. 
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He critic ized the corrupt system of education running rampant in hi s age . He worked for 
bringing reforms in education. He examined the prevailing system of education in his country and 
laid his fingers on the drawbacks and evil practices existing there. He also harnessed his pen for 
the amelioration of these drawbacks. He delineated a successful system for education referring 

the institutions, the taught and the curricul um as well. 
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According to Iqbal the aim of education should be to provide mental, physical and moral 
training to the students so that they may become good citizens of their countiy . As against it, we 

see that this aim ad been hardly ignored. He comes to be alarmed by the adverse effects of 
education. Iqbal indicated the woeful and deplorable situation when he said.

Food 
security is also directly linked to distribution system. The global experience show that 
hunger often follows the lack of purchasing power rather than shortage of food. This 
situation demands land reforms and making agriculture more productive and rewarding 
'and providing employment opportunities to all those who prefer to live by it. When there 
,! is more food and it can be purchased by all, the chance of better nutritional status of 

children and women will increase. 
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Environment can be defined as an aggregate of surrounding things, conditions and 

influences as well as the thing being suiroimded including the man himself, who is in a 
continuous state of interaction with it. This interaction is continuously bringing changes 
m the environment, which can be related both to human achievements as well as 
failures. Looking at the achievements, one can observe that infant mortality rate 
going down, life expectancy was improving.

There Ire more people going 
to bed hungry today than ever before. So were those increasing in numbers .who could 
not read or wnte or who had little access to safe drinking water or sound housing.
